PAPER ballots are harder to 
watch and avoid misconduct 
than voting machines, he added. 
“Any voting fraud has to be 
caught at the polling place to be 
effective because votes cannot 
be canceled out after the elec- 
t i o n , when most fraud is 
caught,” he said. 


“When votes are put into the 
box or have been counted, who 
can say what the fraudulent 
voter did?” he asked. 
“And actually, it wouldn’t ef­ 
fect the total outcome very 
much.” 
“I have heard of incidents 
where election judges put on 
blindfolds and drew votes out of 
the box to cancel the fraud,” he 
said, “and this, of course, is lu­ 
dicrous to say the least.” 
ELECTION judges are gener­ 
ally very honest and sincere 
people, 
but 
once in 
awhile 
there is a bad apple, he said. 
He told how some judges can 
affect the vote. 
“Some put a piece of lead un- « 
der a fingernail and mark in 
blanks or change the markings 
to cancel a vote as they are 
counting them,” he said. 
“Others simply throw ballots 
away.”

Dismissed with leave to rein­ 
state were gambling charges 
against 16 defendants arrested 
in June by Wood Dale police 
during a “Las Vegas Nite” par­ 
ty at the Georgetown 
West 
Clubhouse. 
THE PUBLIC’S right to know 
why the state decided to end the 
jury trial was hampered by the 
judge’s decision Wednesday to 
conduct the major portion of the 
trial in seclusion. 
About IOO spectators and the 
Register were eliminated from 
the hearings in judge’s cham­ 
bers and in a secretarial office 
at the rear of Courtroom 2 in 
the DuPage County Courthouse. 
A jury of three women and 
eight men reportedly was sent 
home by the bailiff at Fawell’s 


request late Wednesday after­ 
noon during a more than two- 
hour recess. 
The recess, which had been 
announced as a 15-minute re­ 
cess, never terminated. 
AS OF THURSDAY morning, 
there was no record in the Cir­ 
cuit Clerk’s office that the judge 
had 
officially 
dismissed the 
jury, though the case had been 
disposed of. 
The

was 
considered 
precedent-setting, 
in 
that 
it 
c h a l l e n g e d abstract inter­ 
pretations of state gambling 
laws. 
It was hoped Fawell’s deci­ 
sions would clarify how those 
laws would be interpreted in 
DuPage County. 
Awaiting the decision was the 
state’s attorney’s office, which 
currently is receiving numerous 
inquiries from civic and church 
organizations interested in hold­ 
ing “Las Vegas Nites” and oth­ 
er game parties. 
WOOD DALE Police Chief 
Jack McGann had been called 
rom the witness chair and 
closeted in judge’s chambers 
with a court reporter and with 
Magistrate Clerk John Cockrell 
while Fawell met with prose­ 
cution and defense attorneys in 
the secretarial office. 
McGann told the Register late 
Wednesday, “I don’t know how 
it (the case) was disposed of. 
“I was put in judge’s cham­ 
bers and there I sat. 
“As far as I know, one guy 


pleaded guilty to gambling and 
the rest were nolle prossed (dis­ 
missed with leave to rein 
state).” 
IT WAS Walter Wilson who 
had been charged with gam­ 
bling. Fawell fined him $10 and 
then suspended the fine. 
This action took place in the 
secretarial office behind the 
courtroom late in the afternoon. 
Wednesday morning, Fawell 
told the Register he expected 
the jury trial to last a week or 
more. 
It had taken all Monday after­ 
noon to select the jury after at­ 
torneys spent Monday morning 
laying groundrules for the trial.

“ Wha’ happened?” the Democrats in the county and state are 
asking, and to tell the truth they have little to cheer about. Even 
their grass roots campaign issue, the abolishment of township 
road commissioners in favor of a township unit system, was given 
the routine Republican election treatment in the traditional Du 
Page County manner. 
DuPage County Republicans have strengthened their position 
in the county by dropping the boom on any Democratic initiative 
whatsoever, and the GOP have taken a stronger 
grip on state affairs by electing a governor and 
retaining the control of the Legislature.

The Way We See It 
Sheriffs Force 
Needs Beefing Up 


A massive increase in police 
protection in unincorporated areas 
of Cook County has been proposed 
by Sheriff Joseph I. Woods. We 
support the sheriff in this and urge 
the Circuit Court’s Committee on 
Help to act favorably 
on 
his 
request for a substantial increase 
in personnel. 


Growing crimes of violence, 
burglaries and syndicate activity 
in the county require that attention 
be paid, at long last, to the period­ 
ic requests of sheriffs for more 
help. Paddock Publications has 
supported these requests for many 
years, under Democratic and Re­ 
publican sheriffs. 


In 1962, when Richard Ogilvie 
had just taken office, we pointed 
out: 
“At last count, Ogilvie had 168 
deputies under his command to pa­ 
trol 400 square miles of unincorpo­ 
rated area. This is spreading it tis­ 
sue paper thin, regardless of the 
caliber of men that can be mus­ 
tered.” 


The sheriffs 
force 
has 
ex­ 
panded. Today he has 189 patrol­ 
men. 


By any standard, that is still 
“tissue paper thin.” For even 
though the unincorporated areas 
have shrunk before expanding vil­ 


lages, new subdivisions continue to 
pop up in county territory. 


Most populous unincorporated 
area of northwest Cook County is 
Prospect Heights. We have report­ 
ed in the past widespread concern 
of community groups in this area 
over burgeoning traffic problems, 
acts of mischief, peeping toms, 
child enticements, burglaries and 
other serious offenses. 


In addition to tripling his work 
force, Sheriff Woods has asked for 
other improvements including an 
increase in starting levels for pa­ 
trolmen from $600 a month to $750. 
This is in line with the Kerner 
Commission’s 
recommendation 
that professional salaries be paid 
policemen to attract the best men, 
as Woods has pointed out. 


Combined with continuous up­ 
grading of police training, this is 
another measure we have repeat­ 
edly urged. Police work is becom­ 
ing more complex and difficult be­ 
cause criminals have more sophis­ 
ticated tools available to them and 
because the courts have strength­ 
ened the position of suspects. 


Community groups interested in 
supporting the sheriff’s request 
should write the Circuit Court’s 
Committee on Help to underscore 
the seriousness of their concern.

Whatever this nation is able to do on 
the international front — foreign aid, 
military posture, world peace, space — 
is directly related to the conditions on 
the domestic front. A healthy economy 
and a healthy society

dispensables to any strength and lead­ 
ership. 
Moreover, the indicated make-up of 
the new Congress will be the loyal oppo­ 
sition. Projections indicate the make-up 
in the Senate as 58 Democrats and 42 
Republicans and the House as 242 Demo­ 
crats and 181 Republicans. Lincoln told 
the country a divided political house 
could not stand; it would have to become 
all one thing or all the other. 


IN THIS SENSE neither Congress nor 
the President can rely on the verdict 
Tuesday as a party mandate. Rather the 
vote Tuesday has to be taken as a man­ 
date to unite the nation through the ef­ 
fort of the federal government to solve 
our growing domestic problems. This 
has to be construed as a people’s con­ 
sensus in the national interest. 
In a larger sense most voters were 
voting for a new direction in the function 
of government to solve local and nation­ 
al problems. They want government to 
be more articulate, more vigorous and 
more concerned. 
What is here emerging is a new poli­ 
tics that fits the times and needs of a 
dynamic society and the turning away 
from a politics dragging its feet to the 
tempo of a static political environment 
passing into oblivion. 
Voters throughout the nation seem to 
sense what is happening everywhere, 
and it’s a good guess that they are out 
ahead of the politicians generally. 
The voters are the real winners in 
this 1968 election. They have issued a 
mandate for change, that the future 
shall not be like the past.

Spots of humanity like St. Louis, Mo.; 
Louisville, Ky. and Nashville, Tenn. are 
just as busy and just as concerned with 
the grind of big city life as Chicago and 
New York. Just outside those thriving 
concrete

are 
little 
towns 
and villages that have been forgotten 
and left untouched since the late 1800 s 
and early 1900’s. 


FLYING BY OR through them in my 
modern four-wheel machine of shining 
chrome, I was unable to really taste of 
their beauty and realism. But once in 
awhile the beast of speed would need 
fuel and I would lower the flaps and 
cruise into a gas station. While the at­ 
tendant was readying the car for the 
next distance run, I had a chance to 
stroll around and visit with some of the 
local people.

Cradled on the edge of the Smoky 
Mountains, this small resort town of­ 
fered a variety of activities to com­ 
plement the breathless scenes of natural 
beauty. Hikes up the mountain and boat 
rides down the rivers give the tourist a 
chance to really involve himself with the 
timeless joys of natural serenity. 


This time of the year is between sea­ 
sons and the best time to visit such 
spots. Plenty of rooms were available at 
reduced rates, and the people in the 
shops and restaurants take that little ex­ 
tra time to serve and talk with you. 


While visiting a ski resort on the top 
of one of the nearby mountains I talked 
with an older couple from Tennessee. 
When I told them where I was from, 
they sympathized and said it was nice 
that I could at least visit such a beau­ 
tiful place. 


THE MAN PUT into words what was 
implied and mentioned by others I met 
throughout my trip. He said: 
“I have been to Chicago four times, 
and each time I was more glad to 
leave.” 
I had no answer in defense. 
I could have told him about all the 
convenience of trams, buses and shop- 
centers but I was sure he would point to 
the countryside around us and say: 


“Is there any comparison?” 


Having returned from my venture 
into never-never land, I still recall the fa­ 
miliar phrase I heard so many times 
ing the week, “You all come back now, 
you hear.”

UNICEF Aid to Governments? 


As seen in the Wednesday (10-30-68) 
edition of the Roselle Register, children 
in some of our communities have been 
asked to forego the Halloween practice 
of “trick or treat” in favor of participat­ 
ing in a door-to-door canvass for con­ 
tributions to the United Nations Chil­ 
drens Fund, better known as UNICEF. 
Under the direction of its New York 
based office, this appeal for the begging 
services of our children filters down at 
the local level through various church, 
school and civic organizations. 
Most people have little or no knowl­ 
edge of what UNICEF really is. General­ 
ly, the children are merely told that 
their help is needed in soliciting money 
“for the poor children of the world” who 
need their assistance. Obviously it takes 
little, if any, sales pressure to convince 
idealistic children that here is a splen­ 
did, moral way to turn an annual period 
of high-spirited fun into a happy useful 


act of Christian charity in behalf of 
those less fortunate than they. 
But let’s take a closer look at UNI­ 
CEF. Many people assume that UNICEF 
deals directly with needy people — but 
that is not so. In its official publication, , 
UNICEF Copendium, Vol. VII, it states: 
“UNICEF operates no projects of its 
own within countries. The responsibility 
for administration of the projects re­ 
mains with the government.” 
Millions of dollars in UNICEF aid 
have thus been given to the governments 
of such countries as communist Albania, 
Bulgaria, Hungary, Yugoslavia, and oth­ 
er Red regimes. In administering their 
own “projects,” of course, it is impos­ 
sible to verify how much of this money 
is used to bolster the economies and fi­ 
nance the war-making machinery of 
these totalitarian states.

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Better, But Still... 
Coach Looks Ahead 
To Banner Season 


Being a kid is fun, but ifs even a little more fun in Ben­ 
senville these days, particularly in the BB AA. 


The BBAA is the Bensenville Boys Athletic Association, and it 
sponsors organized football programs for kids from 7 to 13 years 
of age. 


There are 13 teams in BBAA leagues with 20 - 25 kids on each 
squad (divided basically by weight instead of age). 
And if being a kid is more fun with the BBAA, it’s even a 
greater thrill for some 50 boys in the Bensenville Colts and 
Widgets who will be taking a trip to Ohio later this month to 
play one of the best boys teams in the Buckeye State. 


Says Will Davidson, publicity man for the BBAA, “We’ll be 
leaving Friday, Nov. 29, with the boys and about 150 parents. The 
trip will be made by train — we’ll stay in Ohio Saturday night 
and come back Sunday.” 


The Colts will be playing the Burwick Jets from Columbus, 
and the Peewees will play the Burwick Junior team. 
While the Colts will face a weight handicap (maximum 
weight of 125 to the Jets 135), the Burwick club invited the Ben­ 
senville squad primarily because they figured the Colts were one 
of the few teams in this part of the country whose calibre of play 
matched that of their own. 


They wanted competition, and they figured the Colts could 
provide it. 


BBAA league rules restrict membership on the Colts to boys 
in the eighth grade who do not weigh over 125 pounds. 


The Widgets are IO -12 years old, weighing anywhere from 85 
to 105 pounds. 


The BBAA finances regular league play, but the money for 
the Ohio trip was made by the kids themselves. Each boy sold 36 
boxes of candy to finance his share of the expenses. 


While in Ohio, boys on the Colts and Widgets will bunk 
with boys on the Burwick club. 


This is the first out-of-state trip for a BBAA squad, but the 
Colts travel regularly to fields in Batavia, West Chicago, Glen 
Ellyn, Park Ridge. 


The league, in its seventh year of operation, is growing and 
the acceptance, support, and enthusiasm of the community are 
growing along with it. 


Kids can start playing at seven years of age in the Midgets 
and Peewees and continue right on up to the Colts. 


“Ifs 
a 
great community 
project,” 
says 
Davidson. 
“There’s a tremendous spirit of community cooperation gen­ 
erated in this. 


“Everybody is willing to do their part. 


“The BBAA itself gets its money by selling candy and run­ 
ning the concession stands at the games. The mothers volunteer 
to work at the stands. 


“Fenton High School has loaned us equipment, and Bob Ap­ 
pleby and Frank Novatny have been very helpful. The school let 
us use their camera equipment to take pictures at a game this 
year, and George Wilkinson (owner of the drug store in Ben­ 
senville) went out and took the pictures for us. 


“The coaches are in a sense local people who volunteer 
their services. 


“For example, the coach of the Colts is Randy Scott, pre­ 
sently attending the University of Illinois on the extension pro­ 
gram. Three years ago he was the starting center for Fenton. 


“Dick Jones, ex-paratrooper who played ball in the service, is 
the line coach. 


“Coach of the Widget team is Joe Krafts and president of the 
BBAA is Don Schwanz. 


“The extent of community interest you get is illustrated by 
the Bensenville Packers who went undefeated in the Peewee 
League (7-10) this year. Coach Ron Thoma said one of the big 
reasons for the great season was that he had about six-seven 
parents coming out every night to help instruct the boys. 


“When these kids travel to a game, there are almost 
always more than enough cars to get them there, and they 
get pretty good crowds for these kids. 


“Each of the teams has their own cheerleaders, and the Colt 
uniforms are exact copies of the traveling uniforms of the Green 
Bay Packers. 


“The kids are playing a championship game Sunday in Glen 
Ellyn and there’ll probably be 200-250 people there.” 


It’s quite possible the high schools in the area are casting a 
jealous glance or two in the BBAA’s direction. 


All the BBAA teams play their home games under the 
lights — and Colts and Widgets at the Tioga Grade School and 
the other clubs at the park district field. 


It seems there’s no limit to the good that can come of an 
interested and active community. 


They’ve even made being a kid more fun.

Standing 


One definition of a lawbreaker 
is any man who cannot produce 
his draft card on a moment’s • 
notice. 
His protestations that he is 
over 35 years old, a veteran of 
World War II, holder of the 
Purple Heart, and a father with 
a tinge of grey in his hair not­ 
withstanding — he is in viola­ 
tion of the law. 
That 
startling 
fact 
cornus 
from the Illinois State Bar 
Assn. which notes that the law 
always has, and still does, re­ 
quire every Selective Service 
registrant to carry with him at 
all times his I) Draft Registra­ 
tion Card and 2) Notice of 
Classification. 
A registrant may be able to 
obtain a photostat of his draft 
card by writing to the director 
of Selective Service in the state 
of his registration. (In Illinois 
the address is 405 E. Washing­ 
ton, Springfield, 62701.) 
As an indication that the Se­ 
lective Service System hasn’t 
forgotten anyone, it now lists 
some two million registrants in 
Illinois, although about half of 
them are over 35 years old and 
classified as V-A. That means: 
“Registrant over the age of lia­ 
bility for military service.” 
THE LAW SAYS every young 
man, upon reaching the age of 
18, must within five days of his 
birthday register with his local 
draft board. He is classified as 
I-A, meaning he is likely to be 
called for service, except when 
grounds are established to place 
him in one of 16 other classifi­ 
cations, as follows: 
I-A-O: Conscientious objector 
available for noncombatant mil­ 
itary service only. 
I-O: 
Conscientious 
objector 
available for civilian work con­ 
tributing to the maintenance of 
the national health, safety or in­ 
terest. 
I-S: Student deferred by law 
until 
graduation

III-A: Extreme hardship de­ 
ferment, or registrant with a 
child or children. 
IV-B: Official deferred by j 
law. 
XV-C: 
Alien not currently) 
liable for military service. 
IV-D: Minister of religion o r1 
divinity student. 
IV-F: Registrant not qualified 
for any military service. 
IV-A: Registrant with suf-l 
ficient prior active service or I 
who is a sole surviving son.

Why, in the face of America’s 
enormous capacity and great 
productivity, is this nation in 
1968 so insecure, was the ques­ 
tion posed by Lyn E. Davis, 
Dallas, president of the Nation­ 
al Assn. of Real Estate Boards, 
in a recent address before the 
Louisiana Realtors Assn. 
“The answer is that we have 
fumbled away our opportunities 
in self-defeating welfare pro­ 
grams, in obsolete taxing sys­ 
tems, in outmoded educational 
goals, in a truly criminal soft­ 
ness on crime, and — perhaps 
worst of all — in a tendency to 
attempt to solve our problems 
with handouts or sweep-it-un- 
der-the-rug 
indifference,” 
he 
said. He pointed out that this 
wealthy nation which is able to 
send millions of tons of food 
abroad, has millions of its own 
citizens living below the poverty 
level. 
Davis declared that Amer­ 
ica’s domestic battle “will not 
be won through demonstrations, 
increasing dependence on the 
dole, 
or other self-defeating 
panaceas, but by making avail­ 
able to the disadvantaged the 
educational and employment op­ 
portunities they lack.” 
THE REAL need “is to find 
ways to train the men and the 
women who are displaced by so­ 
phisticated farm machines and 
who 
migrate 
to 
the 
over­ 
crowded cities to find jobs 
which they are not equipped to 
fill, or which don’t exist within 
commuting range.” 
The NAREB leader cited self- 
help activities going forward in 
a number of American cities 
which are bringing new hope, 
new dignity, and new economic 
power to poor people. 
Davis added that Realtors 
have at least part of the answer 
in their new Make America Bet­ 


ter Program, “an ambitious 
seven-objective plan to help 
solve the major problems of our 
cities and towns.” 
Although Realtors are special­ 
ists in housing, he said, the na- 
t i o n a I association concluded 
that housing ills can only be 
eliminated by tackling simulta­ 
neously an array of other prob­ 
lems that are causing our econ­ 
omy to be lopsided and our de­ 
prived citizens to be rebellious. 
“UNLESS WE can move the 
disadvantaged into the work 
force, as one example, our in­ 
dustrial and commercial ma­ 
chinery will tend to falter be­ 
cause of a lack of skilled work­ 
men. If we don’t provide the 
motivation and the training, the 
disadvantaged 
surely 
won’t 
have the means to become own­ 
ers of homes. 
“It is not enough just to ex­ 
tend charity, whether it be pub­ 
lic or private. By helping under­ 
developed people in the avenues 
of self-improvement, the whole 
business becomes self-sustain­ 
ing,” he added. “Our aim is hu­ 
man progress.” 
Davis pointed out that many 
of the 1,550 boards of Realtors 
throughout the nation are imple­ 
menting the 49 proposals for ac­ 
tion that fall under the seven! 
major objectives of the Make] 
America Better Program. 
BOARDS ARE obtaining bet­ 
ter housing for the poor, are 
helping in the training of the 
underemployed, 
are 
fighting 
crime and juvenile delinquency, 
are working to modernize tax 
laws that tend to push industry 
out of the inner-cities where 
jobs are needed, and are calling 
attention to the campaigns of 
improvement being undertaken 
by other organizations and indi­ 
viduals, he said.

A new $6 million dollar apart­ 
ment and recreational complex 
now under construction at a 20 
acre site on Willow Road, one 
block east of Wolf Road, will be 
a v a i l a b l e for occupancy in 
spring.

The apartment building will 
offer a selection of penthouses, 
one, two and three bedrooms 
and studios.

Better Babies 


Not only are we what we eat 
— but our children also in 
large measure reflect our nu­ 
tritional status. This is the 
message that Dr. Edwin M. 
Gold brought to experts attend­ 
ing the recent American Die­ 
tetic Association meeting in 
San Francisco. 
Because he believes that the 
“ultimate produce of gestation 
can only be as good as the 
q u a l i t y of the ingredients 
which produce it,” Dr. Gold 
urged that nutritional guidance 
and therapy be considered part 
of total maternity care. 
He noted that reproductive 
efficiency depends on the total 
health experience of a woman*. 
The physician, who is profes­ 
sor of 
maternal 
and 
child 
health at the University of Cal­ 
ifornia Medical Center, urged 
that nutritional care and edu­ 
cation begin at birth, be car­ 
ried through 
infancy, 
child­ 
hood, adolescence, young adult­ 
hood and right up to con­ 
ception. 


DURING THE prenatal peri­ 
od, specific nutritional 
guid­ 
ance relating to the require­ 
ments of pregnancy, should be 
instituted and maintained. 
Among the most ‘at 
risk’ 
groups in the world so far as 
nutrition is concerned, are ado­ 
lescent girls, according to Dr. 
Gold. It is among these very 
girls that the “stresses of preg­ 
nancy” are added to the nutri­ 
tional needs for the girls’ own 
growth. These needs, he ob- 
s e r v e d , “are often super­ 
imposed on a previously poor 
nutritional status.” 
Experts estimate that one 
out of every four 
mothers 
bearing a first child in the 
united States is less than 20 
years old. Recent studies show 
t h a t certain 
serious 
com­ 
plications of pregnancy devel­ 
op three and four times as of­ 
ten among teen-aged mothers 
as among older women. There 
is also a higher incidence of in­ 
fant mortality and premature 
>irths among teenagers. 


WHILE 
THESE 
problems 
are not due solely to a lifetime 
of poor nutrition, Dr. Gold 
maintains 
that 
it 
certainly 
plays a central role. 


Both the underweight patient 
and her obese sister, Dr. Gold 
observed, represent nutritional 
problems and are especially 
vulnerable to pregnancy com­ 
plications. One of every four 
“at risk” patients in one hospi­ 
tal were underweight; one of 
every seven was obese. 


Because he is so concerned 
about the nutritional depriva­ 
tion so many women suffer, 
Dr. Gold pioneered an extend­ 
ed maternal care program at 
New York Medical College. 
The care of the new mother 
was extended from one visit 
six weeks after giving birth to 
visits at 3 months, 4^, 6, 9 and 
12 months. At each visit the 
nutritionist as well as the ob­ 
stetrician saw the mother, con­ 
tinuing her nutritional educa­ 
tion.

thusiasm for the program and 
trying to interest other stu­ 
dents in it. 
Diana, a senior, lived with a 
Mexican 
family 
during 
her 
stay south of the border, being 
treated just like a daughter. 
She even had to obtain per­ 
mission to go places except 
when it was something con­ 
nected with the CIASP. 
DIANA expected most Mexi­ 
cans to live poorly and was 
surprised to find some have 
electricity and television sets. 
But a bathroom is a rarity, she 
said. 
“Everybody meets at the 
community bath,” she laughed. 


Diana taught some in secon­ 
dary school, comparable to ju­ 
nior high in the states, and 
worked with girls of her town 
between 16 and 21 years old. 
She and other members of the 
CIASP team tried to help the 
people become aware of their 
environment and inspire them 
to help themselves improve it. 
She was impressed by the 
strong family feeling among 
the Mexicans, their hospitality 
and their enjoyment of living. 
Nearly every week there was a 
festive family occasion to cele­ 
brate — a wedding, a christen­ 
ing, a saint’s day (similar to 
our baptismal days). A dance 
was held in some village al­ 
most every week, and there 
were the once-a-year carnivals 
in each village plus lots of pic­ 
nics and mountain climbing. 


DIANA anticipated difficulty 
in traveling from one town to 
another, but the hourly buses 
and the trains made trans­ 
portation no problem. 
She found the Mexicans al­ 
ways eager to talk with her 
and others of the CIASP group. 
They were full of questions 
about the United States, and 
Diana 
admits she found it

somewhat difficult to explain 
Viet Nam in Spanish. 
Women do all the “dirty” 
work, she discovered, washing 
clothes by hand. The men often 
have jobs in the cities so are 


gone all week, and the chil­ 
dren, as a result, are not too 
strictly disciplined. But fami­ 
lies 
are 
very 
affectionate, 
Diana said. 


PROUD OF their land, the 
Mexicans living in the villages 
all cultivate at least a garden 
with its customary corn patch, 
and many have pigs in the 
back yard and chickens that 
wander through the house at 
will. Mexican villagers are up 
early, and, contrary to what 
Diana thought, take only an 
hour for lunch instead of the 
legendary siesta. 
Unlike many who visit Mexi­ 
co, Diana experienced few di­ 
gestive woes. 
“They have beans for every 
meal,” she recalled. “There is 
plenty of fresh fruit — and 
Pepsi, Pepsi everywhere!” 
Diana believes the CIASP 
program is very 
worthwhile 
and much appreciated by the 
host Mexicans. She noted that 
it is one of only two student 
programs permitted by 
the 
Mexican government. The oth­ 
er is the American Friends 
Service Committee. No Peace 
Corps workers are allowed. 
THE CIASP aims to have 


students return for at least one 
summer to make their contri­ 
bution lasting. The Mexicans 
tend to be hurt if students 
don’t come back and to think 
they really don’t care, Diane 
said. 


She would like to spend an­ 
other summer in the program 
but because her future plans 
are still unsettled, the NIU se­ 
nior isn’t sure she will be able. 
She definitely wants to become 
a social worker as she thought 
before she went to Mexico, but 
that will require more educa­ 
tion so she has to earn money 
toward that end once she is 
graduated. 


Meantime, Diana and her 
f e l l o w NIU student.' 
who 
served in Mexico this past 
summer along with those from 
other Illinois campuses which 
permit CIASP to recruit are 
hoping to bring some Mexican 
University students to the Chi­ 
cago area in a progiam in re­ 
verse.

Every now and then someone 
sounds off saying that milk is 
only for babies. It’s an easy 
way to make headlines. 
Actually, milk is an impor­ 
tant food for all age groups. 
We all need the nutrients that 
milk has to offer. And it is 
smart buying to get this nour­ 
ishment 
in 
the 
economical 
form that milk offers. One 
would not and should not live 
on milk alone, but if you were 
a nutritionist, you’d know that 
it is almost impossible to 
match the economy of milk. 
You simply have to pay 
more per pound for most of 
milk’s nutrients if you get 
them by way of other foods. 
And because so little is known 
about the inter-relationships of 
the nutrients in milk, it is also 
u n c e r t a i n whether getting 
t h o s e nutrients exclusively 
from other foods would be as 
healthful as getting them from 
milk. And when it comes to a 
nutrient like calcium, it is al­ 
most impossible to ' get the 
amount yon need without some 
milk or milk food in your diet. 
THIS IS WHY I say “ balo­ 
ney’' if I hear people sound off 
against milk. 
Babies are usually switched, 
gradually, from 
formula 
to 
whole milk by IO to 12 months 
of age, but for some babies it 
may be earlier. Whether a 
baby is breast or bottle-fed, 
supplementary sources of vita­ 
mins C and D are started ear­ 
ly, generally before the baby 
leaves the hospital. 
Citrus juice may be used as 
a source of vitamin C. Vitamin 
D milk in the diet of the nurs­ 
ing mother or used in the in­ 
fant’s formula may supply the 


baby’s basic needs for vitamin 
D. The baby’s iron reserve is 
fortified early in his life, chief­ 
ly with egg yolk and strained 
meats. The guidance of a phy­ 
sician will take care of the 
considerable differences in the 
needs of each child. 
During the preschool years, 
the soft, bland diet of infancy 
isgradually altered. Two and a 
half to three cups of milk 
daily, incorporated with the 
meat, eggs, fruits, vegetables, 
cereals, bread and butter that 
now should be part of the pre­ 
schooler’s diet will usually sup­ 
ply the nutrients he needs. 


DURING early school years, 
three to four cups of milk daily 
are recommended. Four 
or 
more glasses are suggested for 
t e e n a g e r s . Two or more 
glasses are recommended for 
adults. Pregnant and nursing 
women should have four or 
more glasses daily. Cheese, ice 
cream ami other milk-made 
foods can supply part of the 
milk. 
While some people may have 
the capacity to adapt to lower 
calcium intakes, even moder­ 
ate deficiencies 
in calcium 
over a period of time may con­ 
tribute to the occurrence of os­ 
teoporosis in later years. Wom­ 
en have a greater risk in this 
than men. 
Along with the calcium in 
m i l k , adults drinking two 
glasses of milk per day will 
get high quality protein and 
generous amounts of vitamin A 
and 
riboflavin 
as 
well 
as 
s m a l l e r 
but 
significant 
amounts of all other nutrients 
except iron and ascorbic acid. 
In view of all this, the calorie 
count of two glasses of milk — 
318 calories — is moderate in­ 
deed.
